Item #92 - 24 Marlboro pack and gtua wrapper (Q-22) 


On 01-14-92 two (2) additional items were submitted to 
the laboratory for further examination. Item #92-24 
consisted of one (1) ”Doublemint" brand gum wrapper 
(designated #24-2) and one (1) flattened "Marlboro”-brand 
cigarette pack (#24-1). The following results were obtained 
upon examination of these items: 

1. Macroscopic examination of item #24-2 (gum wrapper) 
revealed that it had been previously processed with a 
ninhydrin-1ike chemical. Brownish stains were observed on 
the wrapper surface. Photograph # E18 depicts a corner of 
the wrapper showing some of these stains. 

2. Microscopic examination indicated these stains were 
inconsistent With blood or other body fluids-type stains. 
Photographs # E19 and # E20 are photomicrographs showing 
close-up views of these stains. - 

Photograph # E21 shows an area with-some" red-colored 
stains located in the middle of the letter ”u”. 

3. Various stains tested on‘itW #24-2 gave negative 
results with a chemical screening test for blood, except for 
one (1) small spot which gave .a weak positive result.

4. Macroscopic examination of Item #24-1, Marlboro 

pack, showed the item had been treated with a ninhydrin-like 
chemical. • , 


5. Reddish-brown stains were observed in several 
locations on item #24-1, as shown in photographs # E22, #E23, 
and #E24. Glue-like material also was found on several areas 
of the cigarette pack, as shown in photographs # E25 and 
# E26. 


6. These stains gave negative results with a chemical 
test for blood. 

7. Mineral particles, glue-like material and some 
reddish-colored substances were located on the lower portion 
of the seam area of the cigarette pack, as sh'bwn in 
photograph # E27. 

8. Microscopical examination of item #24-1, revealed 
these mineral particles and reddish substances were adhered 
to the cigarette pack and Imbedded in the glue-like material, 
as shown in photograph # E28. 




9. Photograph # E29 is a close-up photomicrograph of 
this area. Mineral-like particles are consistent with a 
guartz-type mineral. The reddish and brownish materials were 
consistent with tobacco fragments. 

-10. A small particle of reddish-colored material located 
on item #24-1 gave positive results with a chemical screening 
test for blood. Photograph I E30 shows the positive reaction 
obtained. The guantity of this material was insufficient for 
further serological testing.
